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Council Favors Airport Site for New 


Air Service 


to East, City's 


Biggest Need 


The 
greatest 
need 
in the 
Palm Springs area is for some 
air transportation service to the 
east, H. 
C. Timberlake, eco­ 
nomic consultant engaged by 
the city for a survey of the local 
travel situation, reported to city 
council Tuesday night. 
His report followed practical 
conclusion of the first phase of 
his studies and constituted a 
progress report on air transport 
needs here. 
The first portion of the survey 
covered hotel registration in the 
Village to determine not only 
how m any visitors were here 
but also where they cam e from 
and how they came. 


THE REPORT, 
filed 
with 
council Tuesday night, indicat­ 
ed a total of 107,590 guests d u r­ 
ing the season but with from 5 
to 10 per cent of the hotels not 
yet reporting. 
Of the 90-95 
per cent 
of 
hotels reporting it was shown 
that Los Angeles topped the list 
with 61,930 guests and 2] ,854 
more from other western points 
including the northwest, bring­ 
ing the total to 83,784. Average 
distance travelled here ranged 
from 110 to 700 miles with a 
total 
of 44,220,200 
passenger 
miles. 


THE EAST contributed 14.690 
who travelled an average of 
2,000 miles for a total passenger 
mile figure of 51,760,000 or 52.2 
per cent of the total. 
From other northern points, 
exclusive of the northwest, the 
total w as 2,063 and from the 
south, 7,053. 
“The figures in this survey,” 
Timberlake reported, “indicate 
very clearly that a great m a ­ 
jority of the guests here whose 
registrations 
were 
analyzed, 
reside in the Los Angeles area 
and the second largest group 
comes from the west coast area 
See SURVEY.

Tax Rate of $ 1.28 


Palm Springs city tax rate 
for th e fiscal year starting July 
1, 1956, will remain unchanged 
at $1.28 per $100 valuation. 
City council Tuesday night, 
after a long discussion, voted 
to adopt the budget for 1955-56 
as subm itted by City M anager 
Robert W. Peterson and to re ­ 
tain all of its features but to 
appropriate $7,923 from the u n ­ 
divided surplus to m aintain the 
$1.28 tax rate. 
T h e operating budget for the 
new fiscal year totals $1,112,773 
compared with last year’s fig ­ 
ure of $958,056, an increase of 
$154,717. 


DISCUSSION centered around 
elimination 
of the new park 
and 
recreation officer, 
police 
carport additions and two a d d i­ 
tional firemen. 
City M anager Peterson said 
th at if these items were elim ­ 
inated, the tax rate would re­ 
m ain the same. He said that to 
avert a rise in taxes to $1,301, 
approxim ately 
$8,000 
would 
have to be cut from the budget. 
Councilwoman 
Ruth 
Hardy 
protested 
elimination 
of 
the 
park officer and a long discus­ 
sion of other items followed. 


MAYOR FLORIAN G. BOYD 
ended the debate when he said 
that in the current fiscal year, 
receipts were far above the e s ­ 
tim a te m ade in June a year 
ago. 
He suggested

of m ain tain in g the tax rate at 
$1.28 and to bring it into b a l­

Abol H. Ghaffari, who occupies a position in his na­ 
tive Iran sim ilar to the one occupied by Edgar J. Hoov­ 
er, chief of Federal Bureau of Investigation, felt right 
at hom e here in Palm Springs during a short visit yes 
terday. 
He said it reminded him so 
much of his native land, with 
its towering mountains, can ­ 
yons and, of course, the w eath­ 
er . . . the w eather which is so 
perfect for an Iranian. 


IN COMPANY with Chief of 
Police Jack Bennett of River­ 
side who has been playing host 
to Mr. Ghaffari, director of se­ 
curity for the National Police of 
Iran, both peace officers paid a 
visit to Hie local police depart­ 
ment and there discussed police 
methods with Chief of Police 
August Kettm ann and Captain 
Orest Johnson. 
The Iranian Herbert Hoover 
in comparing police methods 
with those he has come in con­ 
tact in this country said that 
aside from rapid police com­ 
m unication, and some methods 
of police work which were first 


instituted in his country by the 
Swedish police 10 years ago the 
crime picture in Iran is entirely 
different 
than 
it 
is 
in 
the 
United States. 


"IN IRAN we are plagued 
with petty thievery, murders 
which result from on-the-spot 
brawls with the lethal weapon 
a knife. And of course we also 
have robberies of the highway 
type and burglaries. Generally 
we can put our finger on the 
person who commits the crime. 
"By contrast I have learned 
through my study of police rec­ 
ords here that crime here is of 
a different nature. Crime which 
I believe is created by (he high 
level of living in this coun­ 
try.”

Mitchell 
warned Tuesday as he discuss­ 
ed Indian land problems for 
Soroptimists at their luncheon 
meeting at {'hi Chi. 
He said th at the answer to 
the problem of achieving Hie 
best use of the undeveloped In­ 
dian land within the City of 
Palm Springs, to harmonize it 
with the presently 
developed 
non-Indian land and to realize 
full value for the Indians, is 
an 
integration of zoning and 
development 
problems. 
T h e 
checkerboard 
layout, 
w i t h 
every other section Indian land, 
m akes these 
problems inter­ 
related. 
O utlining how the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs assists in the ad 
m inistration of Indian proper­ 
ties, he said that the Indians 
today are citizens in every re­ 
spect except for the restriction 
on their land holdings. 
In a 
way, this m akes them “citizens 
in nam e only,” he said, because 
they 
cannot 
sell, 
encumber, 
transfer 
or even 
lease 
land 
without approval of the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior. 
Much of the trouble in Cali 
fornia arises from the fact that 
the treaties with the Indians 
were never ratified in this slate, 
and the Indians became tres­ 
passers on land that had be­ 
longed to their fathers. 
The 
government set aside certain 
hinds as refuges for them and 
by Act of Congress in 1S84 a u ­ 
thorized individual Indians to 
homestead, and select jndivid 
ual allotments. 
The Palm Springs reservation 
is one of 118 in i lallfornla. 
• )f 
the 83 living Agua Caliente In­ 
dians, 25 are adults and the 
rest minors, each with a 17 acre 
allotment held in trust for him 
by the U.K. Government. 
This creates an anom aly, for 
while each alfotment is oi high 
valuation, it is 'frozen assets, 
and some do not have money 
enough to buy groceries. 
He pointed out th at any In­ 
dian over 21. who is adjudged 
competent, m ay apply for a fee 
patent. 
If approved this re­ 
moves the land from govern­ 
ment jurisdiction and puts it 
on the tax lists and it cannot 
be done with just a portion of 
his land but must be all of it.

Springs Indian lands 
consist 
of 
17 sections, 30.000 
acres in three townships, 7000 
acres within the city limits of 
Palm 
Springs.

4000 acres is alloted to individ-* 
ual Indians and the remainder 
to tribal property.

EDITOR'S CORNER

SAWDUST ROAD TO STARDUST TRAIL — One of 
the most interesting personalities residing in our des­ 
ert area is Jacqueline Cochran who, with her husband 
Floyd Odium, o\Yn the Odlum-Cochran Ranch and Golf 
course near Indio. 
She is known to so m any people in 
the Palm Springs area that her recent book “The Stars 
at Noon” (Atlantic-Little, Brown & Co.) w ill hold par­ 
ticular interest here. 
The story details her lise fiom 
circum stances that seem ed to provide no oppoitu n it\ 
whatever to become one of the greatest flyers of her 
time. 
There will be widespread interest in her life 
story. It was written, she says, “primarily for the m il­ 
lions of our youths of today who have the frustrating 
feeling that yesterday’s generation had more opportun­ 
ity; tomorrow's generation m ay have better things, 
but today is tough.” 
Jackie Cochran never knew w ho her real parents 
were. 
She was raised by foster parents in the crude 
sawmill towns around Panam a City, Florida, in w hich 
she explains that hunger was the permanent status. 
At the age of eight she was w orking 12 to 14 hours a 
day in a cotton mill for $4.50 a week. 
At this e a ily 
age she showed exceptional ability with her hands. 
Dissatisfied with the deplorable labor conditions, she 
obtained a job In a beauty shop and from there her 
rise was rapid, culm inating in a fine job with A ntoine’s 
famous beauty shop in New York City. 
Having reached the top of her profession she becam e 
bored with it and looked for new horizons. 
She found 
one in flying which she took up in 1932 with encourage­ 
ment from Floyd Odium whom she had met a sh o it 
time before. 
At that time there were only a few thou­ 
sand licensed pilots in the United States and only a 
handfull of women am ong them. 
The story of her rise 
to fame and the burning purpose behind it, m akes very 
interesting reading and should lull ill its purpose of in­ 
teresting young people in the opportunities that ex ist 
today. 
During World W ar II Jackie Cochran organized a 
group of American women pilots w ho went to England 
for non-combat flying duty. 
Follow ing that she organ­ 
ized the W om en’s Airforce Service Pilots in this coun-

try, 
better known as the W ASP’s. 
She holds m any 
eeords for speed flying and last year becam e the only 
/oman flyer to break through the sonic barrier. 
This noted woman flyer has alw ays had an alm ost 
ncontrollablc desire to see things at first hand and 
et the facts herself. 
This urge has taken her into 
lany places at tim es when history was being made and 
here are m any m om entous events of which she can 
ay, “I w as there.” 
Included in these are the surrender 
f the Phillipines by the Japanese and the Nurem berg 
rials. 
She also tells an interesting story about the 
ist days of Hitler. 
In 1951 she becam e interested in politics and w as a 
lem ber of one of tin* first groups which advocated the 
andidacy of Dwight Eisenhow er for president. 
She 
ven becam e interested in running for Congress in th is 
listrict but learned that she would have to oppose the 
lepubliean encum bent, John Phillips, and run on the 
iemocratic ticket. 
She tells in her story how D em o­ 
ráis of the district urged her to becom e their candidate 
nd the reasons w hy she ultim ately decided not to run. 
tut Jackie Cochran has not given up the idea entirely 
lecause in “The Stars at Noon ’ she says: 
“When John Phillips, a good man, decides to retire, 
may have a chance to fill his shoes. 
T hat is m y 
mouldering hope.” 
Library Problem Urgent 


IN THE PALM SPRINGS mood, a tree-shaded patio 
rhere V illagers m ay browse or drowse over their books, 
; the heart of the W elwood Murray Memorial library 
hat stands at the corner of Tahquitz and Palm Canyon 
Irive, near the center of town. 
Like libraries all over the country, this one is a storc- 


io u s o of information, an ever-present study source, and 
ffers rich inspiration to all who still prefer to lead 
ven in this television age. 
Like m any other facilities, our library has made a 
rave effort to meet the increasing dem ands of a Vil- 
ige that approaches city status, 
fo r the 12-month 
eriod that ended May 1954, the library reported a 
2,236 book circulation. 
A year later, in M ay of th is 
ear, it had a circulation of 103,660 books, an increase 
i demand of 11.424 books in a year’s tim e. 
O v e r a 
0-year period it has seen a 100 per cent incicasc in 
emand for books. 
Today books overflow the sh elves and are stacked 
II over the place to the point w here it can accom m o- 
ate no more without sacrificing reader space. 
To m eet the urgent need for expansion, it has been 
roposcd to open a branch library, in rented quarters, 
/hich would probably bo established in the south end 
f the city as that is where a recent survey shows the 
rea test demand. The modest cost of $4680 is included 
i the prelim inary 1955-56 budget ot the ( ity of I aim 
prings, w hich is now being considered by council. 
The library and its reading room s, supervised by 
liss Dorothy Bear, librarian, is a cultural a sset to th is 
ssort town. 
It's space problem is an urgent one, and 
no that should not be ignored.
